John Robinson, dAy attendant, 
sleeping nearby, was aroused by the 


commotion, but he was lined up by 
Hall with the other hospital em­ 
ployes. 
Fails Again 
Fred Fortney of Cincinnati, an 
inm ate since 1927. then approached 
Hall, who told him: '‘You're a dead 
man." Hall pulled the trigger again, 
but the gun failed a second time to 
discharge. 
Fortney knocked Hall to the floor 
of the dormitory and obtained the 
weapon. 
The attendants found 50 other 
cartridges hidden among Hall's be­ 
longings.
